London, December 1.—Tho Evening 


Standard reporte that a creat ficht is in 
progress between General Knox and Gen- 
eral Dewet, near Rouxvi.le, in the southe- 
easetrn extremity of the Orange River 
Colony, and that the capture of General 
Dewet is consiuered imminent. 

The first dispatch from General Kiteh- 
ener in his capacity of commander in 
chief of the British forces in South Af- 
rica, is dated Bloemfontein, November 
Sth, and confirms the report, of fighting 
hetween General Pilcher and General De- 
wet, as cabled November ‘9th, end adds 
the latest revorts—that General Knox is 
in touch with General Dewet’'s force near 
Tafelberg, twelve miles north of Bethliie, 
Orange River Colony: that the Boers 
attacked Boshof November 2th and re- 
newed the attack November 29th, and 
were repulsed without British loss. 

General Kitchener also . vorts that on 
November 2th and 29th General Paget 
was fighting with the Viljoen and Eras- 
mus commands, and that he drove the 
Boers to a position in the vicinity of Reit- 
fontein. 

The Britis) capualties were heavy. Colo- 
nel Lioyd and five other officers were 
wounded, five men were killed and fifty 
were wounded.

New York World brought spontaneous 
expressions from the governors of several 
states, including Arkansae, Colorado,- 
South Dakota, Wyoming and Montana, 
who called attention to the millions of 
acres of unoccupied public lands in the 
states which were still open under \the 
homestead laws to actual settlers who 
could obtain 1@0-acre farms free upon 
their arrival on declaring their intention 
to become citizens of the United States. 
Five years’ occupancy of the land and 
actual cultivation thereof was only re- 
quired to complete the title.

About two-thirds 
the way to the bottom the cage pauses 
for a moment in our descent and we are 
on a level with the large pump that 1s 
making so much notse—it ts used for keep- 
ing the bottom of the shaft clear of water 
to permit the miners to work at. the 
botte.1. The pump its held in suspension by 
huge chains, so that its position can be 
changed as the depth of the shaft In- 
creases. Arriving at the bottom I found 
half a dozen-men, all clad in rubber sults, 
working by the Iight of a candle, with 
picks, hammers and drills. One has a 
Very uncanny feeling in such a place; it 
Ya entirely too wet to remain any length 
of time unless clad like the miners, #0 
\ the “up” signal was given and I shot into 
the alr with «reat rapidity. and almost be- 
fore I was aware of it I wae in daylight 
again. 

I then went down the side of the moun- 
tain to met into a mine. 

“Look out for the trolley wire!” came 
from a workman near by, and looking 
overhead IT saw a regulation trolley wire 
near enourh to be touched with upraised 
arm, and you naturally ask if they have 
trolley cars? In a moment there comes 
a pecular ooking, object toward me, 
Seeing that I was a visitor the motorman 
invited me to take a ride on the motor 
car, which !s a flat, compact plece of ma- 
chinery, as the photograph indicates. 0 
ter arranging ourselves comfortably and 
safe from the overhead wire, we start off 
‘at a rapid rate. Turning a curve sudden- 
ly we dash into a hole in the side of the 
mountain. For a few eeconds all is dark- 
ness, but our speed is not glackened; we 
pass severa] electric lights and with a 
jerk and a lurch we round another curve 
and dash into bright sunlight—we have 
made a near cut to the mines on the 
other side of the mount@in. The side of 
the mountain has the appearance of a 
huge ant hill, with the gangs of workmen 
+ digging and hammering on it. There are 
several large openings and into one of 
these I went, groping my way along. I 
was finally aided by candles Placed along 
the sides of the mine. 

After walking several hundred feet I 
reached the end, where about a dozen 
miners were at work, and brought my 
camera and powerful flashlight = into 
operation, with the result as presented. 
Upon inquiry I found I was about 200 feet 
below the surface of the earth. The 
quarts rocks, laden with the glittering 
suiphides and pyrites, gave the idea of 
some “Fairy Diamond Palace,’’ when the 
flashlight was turned on it. 

Returning to the open air, I saw the 
motor had been in the mines and was re- 
turning to the mill with several cars 
loaded with ore, so I resolved to go on it 
‘to watch the process of extracting the 
_ gold. Arriving at the mill the ore is 
dumped near the “crusher,” a’ huge ma- 
chine for breaking the large rocks to 
about the size of a hen's egg. From this 
it passes into a hopper and is passed on 
a@ wide belt over a series of hoppers and

from the Canary islands to South Amer- 
ica is about the same as that from Ha- 
wail to Samoa; that is, not far from 2,50u 
miles. On this showing, Paao seemg to 
have been quite as adventurous and suc- 
How 
in the world he could have started on 
such an undertaking with any assurance 
of success has troubled the minds of stu- 
dents of Polynesian life for many years. 
Dr. N. B. Emerson says that Paao was in 
possession of his unspoiled senses—ana 
that means a great deal. Paao met in 
Hawat his own Polynesian kindred, whose 
ancestors must also have sailed over his 
same track; but all memory of their jour- 
neys is lost. 

It is not quité certain whether Paso 3 
canoe was a dugout or a built up craft. 
The Hawalian type is shown In the pic- 
ture of Queen Kaiulani'’s pieasure yacht, 
now in the United States National Mu- 
feum. It is a dugout, with outrigger. 
A built-up form would resemble the Mar- 
shall islanders’ canoe; but the principle 
is the same, the object being to enable 
the navigator to keep his vessel upright 
in the ocean and to go against the wind. 
THE VOYAGE OF THE “SWARM-OF- 

FLIES.” 

Paao'’s voyage was begun under un- 
favorable auspices. One day Paao's 
brother accused Paao, Jr., of stealing 
fruit. The father killed the boy then 
and there, in the presence of the uncle, 
cut him open, and finding no fruit tn his 
stomach, Was crazed with rage. Did he 
murder his hrother? No, that Is not the 
Polynesian fa@ghion of showing anger. He 
made up his mind to get as far away 


. Quesaa, 


the father, hunting for his son. came 
upon the new canoe. While admiring her 
fine nes he noticed a swarm of filles 
about a block of wood. Removing thie, 
he discovered the body of his son. So he 
mamed the canoe “Swarm-of-Files” in 
contempt. | 
Swarm-of-Files was one of the large, 
Sea-going double canoes, in which the 
two hulle are held at a certain distance 
apart and parallel to each other by three 
os a ee lakas. All the joining 
on the cr was done, not with nails and 
pegs, but the sennit, braided cord made 
from the husks of the cocoanut fruit. 
The hulis were covered with deck-mats 
fore and aft to keep off the waves. She 
was rigged with a shifting mast and tri- 
angular sail of plaited pandanus leaves. 
The mast and sail were so set that in 
stormy or rough weather they could be 
unshipped, folded together, and lashed 
to the fakas or crosspieces. And then 
Paao and his crew had to depend upon 
their paddies, Swarm-of-Flies had seats 
for forty paddiemen sitting two on a 
‘bench. A raised platform in the middle 
of the canoe waa walled and roofed with 
mata, and that was the captain's quarte re, 
The voyage of Bwarm-of-Files ia said to 
have been disagreeable, owing to the 
winds and atorms raised by Paao'a broth- 
er, But what is most wonderful in this 
connection ia that the canoe Was accom- 
panied, guided and protected by a school 
of fahoa, } 
OTHER S0UTH SRA VOYAGBRRS. 
Amone other navigators of this period 
were Paumakau and Kaula, who visited 
every land known to the ancients, the 
former bringing back to Hawaii from a 
diatant rerion two white men. One of the 
most famous of these navigatora was 
Moikeha, who figures as a great explorer. 
With. his brother he sailed to the Mar- 
but there a quarrel arose, and 
with true Polynesian instinct, Motkeha 
picked himsecif up and returned to Hawuil 
for spite. The distance traveled could 
not have been less than 5,000 miles. His 
son, Kilafi when a boy, made a canoe of 
bulrushes, in which he explored § the 
Wallua river; he was also an expert surf- 
rider and was taught geography, neviga- 
tion and astronomy. Arrived at manhood 
he became a great sailor and made the 
round trip between Hawaii and Tahiti, 
traveling about 6,000 miles over saa 
These old navigators had gotten so far in 
the economy of long Voyages as to have 
devised a periectly seaworthy craft, built 
to hoid from two to fifty persons each, 
and admirably rigged for sailing, Dried 
breadfruit and other desiccated foods 
were economical rations for jong voyages. 
Not all these journeys were successful 
There are melancholy traditions in the 
islands telling of triba] expeditions which 
set out and were never again heard of; 
victims, probabiy to the furious hurri- 
canes of the Pacific. Nor have al] the 
more modern Voyages turned out well. In 
18 a Marshall island flotilla of a hun- 
dred canoes set out, and all save one 
were destroyed. As late as 188 a fleet of 
thirty-tlve canoes sailed from Jaluit, tut 
was heard from no more. Doubtless these 
brave and venturesome marinera have 
paid as heavy a price in human liife as 
any of the civilized races whose explora- 
tions have broadened the world.

Put the 
flour in a fine cap-shaned sieve and shake 
it slowly into the boiling water, stirring 
constantly until it reaches the consist- 
ency of mush. The sifting makes the 
mush light and free from lumps. When 
sufficient flour has been added set back 
in the other pot of boiling water and let 

t steam for thirty minutes. 

Take a teacupful of shelled chestnuts, 
the small kind, which are sweet and 
well flavored. Let them blanche for five 
or ten minutes in salted bolling water. 
When cool rub off the skins, add a few 
bits of candied orange peel, half a eup 
of sugar, the juice of a lemon, and two 
tablespoonfula of water, and let all aim- 


huts are quite tender, «Dip individual 
pudding moulds into cold water, and fill 
one-third full of the whole wheat mix- 
ture, Spread over it a layer of the can- 
died chestnuts and top off with another 
thirt of the Dolled wheat. Serve with 
fresh unsweetened cream and powdered 
sugar. Chestnuts may be candied in 
quantities when plentiful in the fall 
and set away for use in this and other 
desserts, Whole preserved strawberries 
may be substituted for the chestnuts. 


A DATE PUDDING, 


More simple still is date pudding. Wagh, 
remove tne pits and break into bits half 
a pound of black Persian dates, add these 
to the boiling wheat before it is taken 
from the fire, and serve with sugar and 
cream. Never sweeten the wheat. The 
fruits and nuts give sufficient sweetness 
and the wheat is lighter without sugar, 
besides contributing its own peculiar fla- 
vor to the general effect. 


A GOOD APPLE PUDDING.

The 
flowers for it were carefully picked, just 
as they opened, and dried separate from 
the mass of the herb, kept for general 
medicament. You #e, it’s a famous bit- 
ter and stomichic, as well as tonic. To 
thie day it is grown commercially at the 
pretty English town of Hitchin, and cul- 
tivators there have developed the plant 
0, the flowers are as double as the new- 
fangled China asters. The common gar- 
den gort has white ray-vetals around 
& yellow center, just like the single wild 
asters. It is every: bit as good medicinal- 
ly: as the double sort, but since the dou- 
ble weighs more after drying, the cham- 
cmile farmers strive to produce it, 
“The flowers, gathered about 11 b’clock 
in the morning, were spread thinly upon 
a sheet, and dried in the shade. Then 
tthey were put into their own spectal 
bag, anf kept dark and dry. - When 
‘chamomile tea-time came around, a gen- 
ercus handful of dried flowers was put 
into a china bowl, covered with boiling 
- water, then set to steep in a warm place 
for maybe three hours. Just before bed 
time the bow! was filled with water a lit- 
tle below boiling. <An infusion under- 
gtand is one thing, a decoction another. 
Steeping makes the infuston. The prop- 
ertics of it vary if the water is warm or 
cold. Rolling makes ai decoctfon—and 
brings out very different properties from 
the same substance. 

THE RESULTS. 

“What was wanted for the chamomile 
complexion was a geéntie but thorough 
rousing of every secretion-—particularty 
‘the glands of the akin. ‘The tea did 
this and no more, It was elipped from the

“eWallowed, then the sipper went to bed 
and slept the sleep pt youth and happl- 
hese, She got up in the morning feeling 
tine as allk, bathed her face and 
shoulders in fresh spring water, and 
looked at hereeilf approvingly. in the 
mirror. Well she might. She had skia 
like velvet. with a peach blossom pink 
In the cheeks, 
luster. After the third night, she could 
bid deflance to headache, languor and 
lassitude, and was ready to work all day 
and frolic all night whenever she had 
the chance. 

“This for young women in ordinary 
health. Those whom colds or fevers had 
left weakened, sallow and emaciated, 
needed different treatment. Where pro- 
nounced sallowness showed a very to-r- 
pid liver, dandelion’ root, boiled to a 
strong decoction, was added to the cha- 
momile tea. After drinking the mixture 
—and it was a bitter one, you may take 
my word—for every night for a week, 
the patient was put upon bitters com- 
pounded of thyme, chamomile, dandelion 
and spice-wood bark. All were infused 
for twenty-four hours in hot water 
enough to cover them well, then twice 
Lheir bulk of good whisky was added. 
The dose was a wine glass full three 
times a day, before meals. In cases of 
sleeplessness hops were added to the 
bitters, and the patient slept upon a hop 
pillow.

A PATRIOTIC PLANT, 

“No doubt all the other things helped, 
but chamomile got the credit of the cures. 
It may interest you to know. that, aside 
from its virtues, it has a little bit of pa- 
triotic history tangled up in {ts stalks. It 
owns the curious property of flourishing 
most when trampled. Hence, says tra- 
dition, it's name, the Rebel Flower, de- 
rived thus: One day during the revo- 
lution a British officer, Walking beside 
an American hostess through her gar- 
den spled a flourishing chamomile bed 
and asked {ts name. ‘It should be called 
the Rebel flower,’ the lady answered. 
“Why” asked the officer, amazed. ‘Be- 
cause,” quoth the lady, ‘the more it ‘s 
trodden on the more it spreads.’ 

“That is a very nice story as atories 
gO Rut before Shakespeare's time the 
plant's unusual habit had been noted— 
witness the proverb: ‘As obstinate as 
chamomile—the more you tread i{t the 
more you epread it.’ So far as I know 
this singular property of flourishing ‘4 
trampled earth ia shared by but two 
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other things, walnut and damgon trees. 

The walnut’s habit has likewise occa- 

sioned a proverb, a rhymed one. Here 

it is: 

‘A woman, @ dog and a walnut tree, 

The more they are trod on the better 
they be.’ ’’

Mar- 
garet of Navarre, born in 1492, died De- 
cember 21, 1549. Nine years after her 
desth Pierrs Bolastuan gathered togeth- 
er her novels, familiar in manuscript to 
the courts of two kingdoms, and Qilles 
printed in Paris ‘‘Les Amans Fortunes.” 
In 15688 Claude Gruget published another 
edition, and called this unfinished new

Russia the !argest on the continent of 
Kurope, containing a combined popula- 
tion of more than 60,000,000, a total area 
of about 386.000 aquare miles and with an 
annual income of nearly or quite $450,000,- 
000, yet the grand old apendthrift of Aus- 
tria-Hungary is sald to be in a chronic 
state of impoverishment. He Is still hale 
and hearty at seventy yeara of age, de- 
apite the terrible family afflictiona he has 
undergone In the tragic death of his only 
son and the assassination of hia consort 
two years ago. A complication has arisen 
in the imperial succession, sinve his 


his senior. ‘Both are older than Victoria, 
queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
who first saw the light May 24, 1815, but 
who. having been crowned in 37, had 
fireacyv reigned twenty-six years when 
her venerated friends came to the throne 
of Denmark. Next in order of sentority 
fis Albert, king ‘of Saxony, born in 1423 
and crowned in 1873. He and his queen 
are childiess. but they are rich in this 
world’s goods, having a royal castie. villa 
and town house. their residence in Dres- 
den being the ‘abode of hospitality. But 
as their kinadom ranks merely third.in 
the German emaire. has an area of only 
6,000 square miles, with. a population of 
scant 3,500,000, income $46,000,0% and outso 
about the same, they are rarciv heard of 
as training among high and mighty folk 
of royal lineage. 

Then there is Oscar II, king of Sweden 
and Norway, born on the 2lst of January, 
182. but who did not-aseend the throne 
wnti] 1872. He is a personage of Knightiy 
qualities and kingly attributes, grandson 
of no less a celebrity than Bernadotte, 
Napoleon's general, at one time marshal 
of France, who married the tbeautiful 
oesiree Clary, Joseph Bonaparte’s siste! 
in law. His son, again, married a daugh- 
ter of Prince Eugene Bcaunarnais, son 
of Bmpress Josephine, the first wifé of 
Napoleon, and so the present King of 
Sweden, offenring of this alliance, 
doubly connected with the great family 
that inflicted so much it bans and shed 
guch luster upon France

{it naturally devolved, has renounced it 
in favor of his brother Otto, himself hav- 
ing contracted a morgantic marriage with

Leopold Il, king of the Belgians, may be 
entitled to be. called ve nerable from his 


‘years, having been born in 1833, but from 


all accounts he does not support his king 
ly dignities as he shoud. His 
kingdom of some 11,000 square miles 1s 
one of the most densely populated coun- 
tries of the world, but its annual reve- 
nues of $75,000,000 or so hardly suffice for 
the roval expenditures, and {tt already 
has a debt of nearly $50,000,000. 

In refreshing contrast to the Belgian 
king stands out the highly mora! court of 
Denmark, presided over by the venerated 
Christian IX and Queen Louisa, The 
area of the home country is but 4,000

square mites greater than that of Bel- 
xium, and ita population hardly surpasses 
2,300,000, but it has become a bower 
throughout the world by i!ts royal al- 
lances, through which it is estimated 
that the king and his descendants reign 
over ‘more than 500,000,000 people. The 
ezar of Russia, king of Greece, the prince 
of Wales and numerous other promising 
scions’ of royalty are intimately allied 
with the king of Dannebrog, the trst 
named being his grandson, the second his 
son and the last his son in law. 

King Christian is a fatherly o:d man 
and is so affable and polite to all that he 
has been called the ‘first gentieman of 
Europe.”’ Like the king of Sweden and 
Norway, he is happiest when he can 
stroll] about incognito and make the ac- 
quaintance of his subjects without their 
being aware of his identity. All the 
world knows of the poverty stricken 
family that occupled the royal palace at 
Copenhagen during the early years of the 
reign, that the future empress of Russia 
used to trim her own bonnets and the 
Princess Alexandra (of Wales) clear 
starched her own linen, while the boys 
were sent into the navy to save expenses, 
In fact, the royal Danes have never got 
on very weil in the world, except by mar- 
frying. and the jiatest rumors af that 
they have just sent over to the United 
States to negotiate a littl joan of some 
$15,000,000. They are handicapped by their 
cojionial possessions—one group, Iceiand 
and Greenland, in the arctic zone, and 
the other, St. Thomas, St. John and 
Santa Cruz, in the tropics. They woukd 
fain sell the last i:amed to the United 


States, but if they Uncle Sam's best 
offer will not be over $5,000,000 for the lot. 

Their Danish majesties celebrated their 
coiden wedding in 1892, and perhaps the 
only royal event of recent times to com- 
pare with it was the golden jubilee of 
Queen Victoria, the fiftieth anniversary 
of whose successian to the British throne 
came to pass June;2i, 1887. As may be 
said of the Danteh sovereigns, the rami- 
fications of her family extend all over 
Europe, even throughout the work of 
royalty, and as to descendants, she can 
boast a far greater number, as the Brit- 
ish taxpayer is welk aware. The festivi- 
ties attendant upon the “queen's jubilee’ 
were on the most magnificent ecale, and 
in the state processions to Westminster 
abbey were at least four of the sovereigns 
mentioned ahove. She had then reigned 
as jong as her grandtather, George III, 
and was vastiy move a credit to her na- 
tion than that semf-tnsane monarch, but 
when her diamont jubilee was honored, 
in 1897. Victoria had compieted a longer 
reign than any other sovereign of modern 
times. 

lt is neecdiess to narrate the virtues 
and queenly qualities of Britain's sov- 
ereign, as she has peen the centrat figure 
in its history for sixty-three years of this 
nineteenth century. She nas had, accord- 
ing to Lord Salisbury in his address at 
the diamond jubilee,. “the longest, the 
most prosperous and the most ijjustrious 
reign, marked by a continuous advance 
in the frontiers of the empire: 

Since that speech was inade stil] fut- 
ther advance has been made in the em- 
pire’s expansion, consequent upon the 
war in South Africa. and ex-President 
Kruger. who released two recalcitrant 
outianders as a token of hia good will on 
the occasion of the last jubilee, is now an 
exile in Europe.

The nationalists who had become con- 
vinced that they could not elect a candi- 
date if they put one up, decided to sup- 
port Eduardo Tamayo, and the election 
of the latter was believed assured even 
by his opponents; therefore. it was not 
until after the counting of the ballots 
that Capote was found to be the victor. 
Tamayo, it seems, defeated himself by 
the introduction of a resolution to the ef-

, fect that all classes and grades of Cu- 


bans should have a voice in the framing 
of the constitution. The retiring tempor- 
ary president, Senor Liorente, was good 
enough, in calling Senor Capote to the 
chair, to state that, notwithstanding the 
existing condition of affairs, Cuba was In 
a much better state than during Spanish 
rule. He stated that as the Cubans who 
followed Capote when he was secretary 
of the revolutionary government, they 
would follow and obey him as president 
of the constitutional convention. As the

Gonzalez de Quesada 
moved that the resolution of thanks »e 
rejected without debate, which motion 
seconded and carried almost 
unanimously by a rising vote. No cause 
was assigned in the convention, and I 


will say that this matter was managed 


in the moat tactful manner poasible. Good 
taste was not offended, and respect to- 
ward a citizen of the United States could 
not be questioned. All the same “the 
Cubans had lost thelr warm feeling of 
gratitude and effection toward ‘‘our Fits- 
hugh." After adjournment Senor Ruis 
Rivera explained the reason for such ac- 
tion. He stated that since the resolution 
had been introduced it has been learned 
that during the revolution General Lee 
had made a report to his government 
which was detrimental to the Cuban 
cause, recommending that belligerent 
rights be denied them. A book contain- 
ing this report was in the hands of one

A bad day for 
Spain was that, for no body of soldtery, 
no “measures of fire and sword, expatria- 
tion or imprisonments could conquer the 
spirit of hatred evoked by that ghastly 
scene. The mothers of two of the mur- 
dered boys ended their lives in fnsane 
asylums, and others survived but a short 
time, yet the spirt of resistance grew 
and strengthened from that day. The 
father who offered the gold for his son's 
life worked tirelessly for Cuban tnde- 
pendence, but alas! he did not live to gee 
it. falling with countless other patriots. 
There is no day in the whole year which 
the Cuban venerates as this. Early’ this 
morning the church bells were ringing 
for masses for the dead, and an immense 
procession will repair to the Punta to 
honor the spot where these poor boys 
died, and from there will visit Colon cem- 
etery, where an elegant monument was 
erected inf their memory.

It 
is made by disolving one pound of wash- 
ing soda in three quarts of boiling water 
in a sauce pan, and adding a quarter of 
a pound of chloride of lime, a little at a 
time, and after nearly all dissolves, strain 
and bottle. The clear liquid is Javelle 
water. Almost all fruit stains may be 
removed from linen by aplying Javelle 
water. . 

Remove all spots and stains from 
clothes before washing, as soap tends to 


‘fix them. 


Wax or parrafine should first be acraped 
off and the balance removed by a blot- 
ting pad and a hot iron. 

Alcohol! will remove grass stains, 

Ink stains usually disappear by soak- 
ing in milk. 

Grape stains are removed by first 
moistening with Javelle water and then 
hold over a lighted match.

Oiled Streets. 

California is getting hundreds of miles 
of asphalt highways by treating them 
with petroleum. The roadway is simply 
put in proper shape and then sprinkled 
with heated oil. The base of the mineral 
oll of California is asphaltum, and oil 
costs there less than a dollar per barrel. 
It only requires eighty barrels to thor- 
oughly treat a mile of ordinary road, The 
dust is lail permanently, in fact, trans- 
formed into an asphalt roadway, prac- 
tically as smooth as that on Peachtree 
street at an insignificant fraction of 
Peachtree cost. The petroleum of the 
east has parrafine as its base and is not

as well adapted to road-making. All the } 


odor and stickiress evaporates in a few 
hours and a hard, solid and dufable road- 
way remains. It has stood the wearing 
test In California for years, and yearly 
becomes more popular. Doubtless our 
hard, red clay subsoil would form an ad- 
mirable base for oil roadways. We ought 
at least to test it. 


African Coffee. 

According to The Scientific American, 
coffee growing in Africa is assuming 
large proportions. It says: “The seed 
was introduced into the country about 
five years ago by seme English mission- 
aries, who conveyed a few beans from 
Kew with the object of ascertaining 
whether the resources of the country 
were favorable to the culture of the arti- 
cle. Judging from results, the ground 
appears peculiarly adapted to the indus- 
try, since last year 100 tons of coffee 
were exported from Uganda alone and 
the resuit of this year's production will 
be even greater. Blantyre’s coffee is gen- 
erally contended to be the finest In the 
world, even excelling the famous Mocha. 
It ia greatly in demand in England, but 
unfortunately up to the present the sup- 
ply is very IHmi:ed. The great difficulty 
with which the growers have to contend 
is the imperfect means of transporting 
the article from the plantations to the 
sea., This difficulty, however, will be 
overcome to @ great extent by the con- 
struction of the Uganda railway,

Ber- 
lin has gone back to peat for fuel and 
nowadays we must neglect nothing. ‘““The 
trouble is,” it goes on to say, “‘that, al- 
thourh we have such great quantities of 
peat in our country, we have not, as Rus- 
sia has, an abundance of petroleum. It is 
to be feared that in France petrolized 
peat will be a luxury.”® There is a sug- 


gestion for our own country, where there 


is both peat and petroleum. 


Possibilities of News Printing. 


In the December number of Science and 
Industry appears a very lucid article 


_under above caption describing a new 


device for receiving and putting in type 
ready for the printers’ use, telegraphic 
messages direct from the wires. Night 
editors will ansreciate the immense 
saving of labor and most valuabie time 
by the practical success of this new tele- 
graph-typewriter combined with the lino- 
type machine. Space will not permit in- 
sertion of the entire article, which I re- 
aret, but I extract enough to show the 
operation and economy of the machine. 
Mr. G. E. Walsh, the writer, says: 

“By means of the new telegraph-type- 
writer, invented by Donald Murray, the 
news over the telegraph will be auto- 
matically reproduced on a perforated 
tape at the rate of 114 words a minute. 
This witl be nearly four times .as fast 
as the long hand writing of the operator. 
This of itself would simplify newspaper 
telegraphic dispatches; but it would not 
be sufficient to overcome all the difficul- 
ties exberienced. 

“Another step has been made in the sys- 
tem by which the linotype machine is 
operated at the same time. 
of the linotype is operated the same as 
that. of a typewriter, and by means of 
the new attachment this keyboard is 
worked by the telegraph itself. When a 
met#age comes over the wire this hew at- 
tachment not only perforatés the tape to 
indicate the message, but operates the 
linotype keyboard and causes it to set in 
type the message sent. This change will 
enable messages from Washington or 
Chicago to pass straight from the wires 
to the type. There will be no operator 
to take down the messages and trans- 
scribe them. The new telegraph instru- 
ments with the typesetting attachments 
will be placed in the type room instead 
of in the special telegraphic room, and 
messages will flow freely from the wires 
to type ready for instant use. 

“The messages from the wires are writ- 
ten on the tape first, and this tape is car- 
ried into the linotype, where the perfora- 
tions automatically work the keys. The 
work can go on at the rate of 100 words 


a minute, and the telegraphic dispatcher 


in Washington can not only typewrite his 
messages in New York, but can actually 
set them in type there at this astonish- 
ing rate.

The new inventions 
will practically drive the pen and pencil 
out of the newspaper offices. The re- 
porter will no longer write out his copy 
in long hand and pass it on to the type- 
setter. Instead, he will write it out with 
one of the new tape-perforating ma- 
chines, which will print the usual type- 
written page and the perforated tape for 
the linotype. This tape is run into the 
linotype, and should any alterations of 
the copy be necessary, they can be made 
by simply pulling the tapealong and op- 
erating the Hnotype by hand until the 
desired correction is made, when the tape 
resumes its work and the message coes 
on as before, the type falling into posi- 
tion with the reularity of clockwork.”

Looking Forward to 1902. 
Whenever Atlanta starts a movement 
it may be depended upon to succeed. 

A textile exposition was suggested 
for 1902. 

That it will take place is now as- 
sured. 

At a meeting of representative citi- 
zens it was voted that the proposed 
exposition was timely, and that the 
preliminary work looking toward that 
end should begin at once. Chairman 
Hemphill was instructed to select a 
committee of ten to discuss the aim 
and scope of such an exposition, the 
report to be made to another meeting 
of citizens. Thus far progress is mark- 
ed, and it may now be considered that 
the exposition of 1902 is a certainty. 

Every exposition must have its dis- 
tinctive feature. To be successful, it 
must have a cause for living. That 
cause is to be found in the triumph 
of the south as a textile manufacturer. 
Today, with a large manufacturing in- 
terest, important enough to make 
“spot” cotton king, even those fn the 
business are not aware of the extent 
and variety of our manufactures. It is 
the custom of our good friends in other 
sections to minimize what we have 
been doing by referring to our textile 
products as an inferior grade of 
“heavy” goods. 

In the Cotton States and Interna- 
tiona] exposition the South Carolina 
mills made a display of prints and 
higher grades which was a revelation. 
In any one of the wholesale stores of 


' Atlanta today may be seen large stocks 


of southern made goods of infinite va- 
riety. We haye permitted these facts 
to be glossed over. The time has come 
when a full display of what we can do 
should be made. 

This is a duty we owe to ourselves, 
as showing the success achieved and 
as a proof to investors that the south 
is the proper field for cotton manufac- 
ture. We have now cotton ralsers, 
manufacturers, merchants and export- 


It seems but natural that a good deal 
of concern should be felt in England 
over the reports from South Africa in- 
dicating a disposition on the part of 
the Dutch residents of Cape Colony 
and other English colonies to take up 
arms in support of the Boers, who, 
though fighting in straggling bands, 
seem still to be able to give the British 
generals all sorts of trouble.

good reason to think that the entire 
southern part of Africa may rise. 

The reason for this is found in the 
programme of brutality inaugurated by 
that greatest of modern butchers, 
Kitchener. When the facts concerning 
the reconcentrado policy of the Span- 
ish general, Weyler, in Cuba became 
known to the American people, this 
nation rose in arms to drive the Span- 
ish butcher off the western hemis- 
phere. We all remember the harrow- 
ing details which came to us of the 
starvation of women and little chil- 
dren, the devastation of homes, the 
laying waste of the entire fair island 
by the Spaniard in his determination 
to crush out the last spark of desire 
for independence in the hearts of the 
struggling Cubans. 

Well, Kitchener is {nawgurating ex- 
actly the same policy in the Boer coun- 
try that Weyler used with such dread 
effect in Cuba. Kitchener is a master 
hand for this business. In the Eng- 
lish army he is rated the coldest blood- 
ed butcher that ever bore a commis- 
sion from the queen, and the record of 
his Soudan campaign proves that the 
estimates of his fellow officers are de- 
‘served. There is a tradition in Eng- 
land—indeed, it is much more than a 
tradition, for the charge has been ope2- 
ly made in parliament—that the rea- 
son Kitchener would allow no news- 
paper correspondents with him, the 
reason eyery line that was ever sent 
about this campaign was strictly cen- 
sored, and the men who were at the 
front were sent back after the capture 
of Obdurman, was that Kitchener re- 
alized that his methods, if known 
back home, would have resulted in his 
overthrow and disgrace. 

Blood is thicker than water every 
time, aud it is only natura) that the 
thousands upon thousands of people of 
Dutch extraction, who, during the 
Transvaal troubles, have preserved 
strict neutrality, but whose sympathies 
have been with their brother Boers, 
should now have reached a point where 
they can restrain themselves no long- 
er. Old Oom Paul saiq in France the 
other day that he had fought with sav- 
ages, but never had known anything 
like the atrocities for which the British 
were responsible. And yet Kruger got 
away from South Africa before the 
Kitchener policy had got fairly under 
way. 

Now that they are learning the true 
beauties of Kitchener’s command, 
which seems to be a legitimate climax 
to this unholy war, it is no wonder 
that those bound by blood ties to the 
suffering Boers should at least try to 
rise and strike a blow against the 
butchers. If such a thing happens— 
if such a crisis comes—the English can 
only blame themselves and Kitchener.

The 
present generation of Americans has 
surmounted matters which gave great 
concern to the one preceding. No mat- 
ter how threatening any situation may 
appear to us now, the remedy will be 
unfolded in due time. Therefore, we 
should have hope and confidence in the 
future. 

These views, developed with deep 
thought and presented with skill, will 
add to the controversy and discussion 
of the future, and furnish an insight 
into the convictions of one of the abiest 
democrats in the land. 


The Municipal Sore Spot. 

There is no doubt that the municipal 
sore spot is the bane of American pub- 
lic. affairs.

ROMANTIC CAREER OF ROBERT W. WILCOX, 
WHO REPRESENTS HAWAII IN CONGRESS }° 


“™ IGANTIC of stature, swarthy of 
skin, accemplished of manner, 
martia] in carriage, romantic and 

impulsive of temperament, and a gay de- 
ceiver withal. is Robert W. Wilcox, the 
native Hawaiian who has just been elect- 
ed as the first delegate to congress from 
that territory. 

His titles are as numerous as the names 
of a Spanish baby. First it was lieuten- 
ant in the Royal Artillery of Italy. Later 
he was sub-lieutenant in the Italian navy. 
Further on in his career we find 
him a major in King Kalakaua’s 
army, and after that monarch was de- 
throred he still held his commission under 
Queen Liiliuokalania of Hawaii. sill 
later the title of Prince Vill- 
cochi was conferred upon him. When the 
monarchcal government was overthrown 
Wilcox became the first governor. Each 
party he has followed, or rather led, as 


seemed most propitious. The latest honor 


to be conferred upon him is the repre- 
sentative of the Hawaiian people in the 
United States congress. 

It is significant that Wilcox should be 
victorious in this fight—should be elected 
by the people at large—when it wasa well 
known fact that he had been the bitter- 
est opponent of the annexation of Hawali 
to the United States. 

Few statesmen or politicians at the na- 
tional capital enjoy or suffer the distinc- 
tion of having been the hero of so many 
thrilling experiences, 


OBERT W. WILCOX was born 


and with pride and no little confidence 
he sailed with her. for his native lanai. 

The same year a bioodiess revolution 
took place at Honolulu and “‘the mission- 
ary party,’ overpowefing the king, took 
charge of the administration. It was then 
that Wficox wag recalled to Honolulu. 

He was the idol of his people in his 
land. Those who did not admire him 
feared him. All came beneath the magic 
spell of 'his influence save Gina, the fair 
Italian princess. She of proud and

In 1899 Princess Gina desetred her ‘black 
prince’ and fled to American shores, Wil- 
cox followed his fair consort and traced 
her to San Francisco, but she would 
have naught to do with him. Surround- 
ed by her faithful servants she withdrew 
from the rest of the wor'd. She occupied 
elegant apartments in the Grand hotel, 
and rarely was her lovely face seen. by 
the crowds who watched in vain for a 
glimpse of the already famed princess. 

While there she gave birth to a daugh- 
ter—the only child of the union. For days 
the young mother’s life was despaired of. 
Then, when she grew stronger, at her 
urgent request, the baby was brought 
to her. 

The child had inherited 
type—a negro.

Wilcox has been the most unrelenting 
enemy of the missiunaries which have 
spread over the Hawalian islands. When 
Liliuokalani upset the missionaries W1)- 
cox fought with her; when she surren- 
dered, as it were, to the missionaries he 
waged war against her. 

In 1896, just before the c!ose of ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland's administration, Wiil- 
cox was instrumental in another rebellion 
against the Dole regime and kept that 
government in terror for several weeks. 
Finally he was captured and condemned 
to death by these authorities, and it was 
only through the Influence of President 
Grover Cleveland and the United States 
congress that the Dole government com- 
muted his sentence to thirty-five years’ 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine. In the jat- 
ter part of 1896 he was pardoned, the au- 
thorities deciding that the king was in the 
conspiracy as deeply as was Willcox.

The Trust View. 

The supporters of Mr. McKinley who 
listened blandly to the republican argu- 
ments against trusts are likely to find

Mr. Charles R. Flint, who is one of 
the most prominent of the republican 
advocates of the trusts—a man who is 
willing to acknowledge that trusts do 
exist, despite Mr. Hanna’s assertions

ture. Although the meeting of the legte. 
tature te just four months off, theae re- 
ports always cover the businesa of the 
two calendar veare preceding such sone 
gene, and are eubmitted to the governor 
ge far in advance of the lewisiative wath. 
ertnge ae possible. in order to give the 
chief executive amplc time to conaider 
them and incorporate in hia biennial 
meerage to the lowlalature Such recom. 
mendations based on these reports as to 
him seema niivisable 

These cabinet reports are perhaps the 
most important documents which go be- 

+ fore the legislature, for they cmbrate a 
complete history of all the official acts, 
amd of the receipts and expenditures of 
the several departments, and also con- 
tain definite recommendations as tothe 
_peeds of the state government. They al! 

make books of considerable size, from 

’ fifty to five hundred pages, and as they 

have to be absolutely accurate tn state- 
ment, their preparation calls for much 
tedious, laborious work. This work its 
now in progress in almost every room fn 
the state house. 

Of scarcely less importance than the 
foregoing are the biennial reports of the 
railroad commission, the state chemist, 
the state board of health, the board of 
commissioners of state institutions, the 
board of trustees of the internal im- 
provement fund, the fish commission, and 
other state boards, which are submitted 
to the governor at the same time, to be 
by him transmitted to the legislature 

' when it convenes. 

While nothing definite can at this time 
be forecasted as to the contents of any 
of these reports, it is stated generally at 
the capitol that they will show that 
Florida's public affairs have been man- 
aged in a wost economical and s&tisfac- 
tery manner, and that all her public tin- 
stitutions are In excellent condition, In- 

deed, the present administration of Gov- 
ernor Blexham—he was governor before, 
from 1881 to 1885—has been one of the 
- most successful and progressive in Filor- 
ida's history.

Palmer, of Orlando, a son of north Geor- 
gia, who haa bullt up a big reputation as 
a lawyer and an orator in thia atate; 
former United States District Attorney 
J. Emmet Wolfe, of Pensacola; Sheriff 
Napoleon RB, Broward, a moa. influential 
Jacksonville politiolan; Judge J, F. C.

He has organized in that great city a 
Young Men's Christian Association with 
300 members. What an effort! Just here 
I wish to ask a few questions: First, are 
not the pastors of the several churches 
in Atlanta just as deeply interested In the 
redemption of the men us Dr. Walker 
is in New York? I belleve they are. 
Second, will they help push this branch 
of Christian work with more earnestness 
in the future? 1 believe they will. At any. 
rate, the work of Dr. Walker is not only 
to be commended, but is an eye-opener 
for the ministers throughout the coun- 
try. There is no use in trying to fum- 
bie over or hide the fact inat the men 
must be gathered into the great Christian 
family. Who fill the chaingangs? The 
/' men and boys who crowd the streets on 
Sundays and all hours of the night. The 
courts; the nien and boys who commit 
the majority of the crimes of the nation; 
men and boys whose seats are vacant in 
church and Sunday school—these are the 
men and boys! This is true of the majes 
of all races in America. i: you doubt it, 
begin today, in your church, in your city, 
On your streets and in your courts and 
prisons, and watch it and be convinced.

S8ec- 
ond, “the rosebud department.” This 1s 
the children’s department.

This department was incorpo- 
rated and chartered by the state of Vir- 
ginia March 2, 1888, with a capital stock 
of $100,000, divided in shareg of $5. April 
3, 189, was set for thé opening day of 
the bank. On that day $4,000 was paid in 
on the capital stock. The bank quarters 
were in the residence of the president in 
a small room 12x14. The deposits that 
day amounted to $1,268.69. The end of the 
, first six months showed that $15,282 of 
| business had been done. The end of the 
| second year showed a $104,284 business 
| had been done. The total business of 
\the bank at the end of the year, December 
‘31, 1899, was #,104,409.18. During the great 
financial stringency of 1893 this bank was 
the only oné in the cffy of Richmond 
that paid currency to its depositors, while 
the others paid script. This department, 
like the other departments of the order, 
is a success, Fifth, “real estate depart- 
ment.” This department was established, 
as all other departments, by the founder, 
Rev. William W. Brown, in 1892. This de- 
partmenr+ furnishes the bank a substan- 
tial channel for the investment of its cap- 
Ital stock. Rents and profits from this 
department go to pay stockholders of the 
bank. Th!4 departmen; grew out of the 
necessity of having offices and bullding 
in which to carry on the business of the 
order and to furnish halis for subordinate 
fountains. 

The order now holds fifteen halls, three 
farms, two dwellings, one large hotel and 
fourteen halls leased. The total va!uation 
of the property owned by the order is 
$130,000, Sixth, “‘the regalia department.” 
This department was begun in 1881 by 
Mrs. M. A. Browne. In this department 
& largo number of the female members 
find employment. S@venth, “The Reform- 
er.” This is the journal of the order 
and is published weekly at $1 per annum. 

It has now a circulation of more than 
6,000, Through it the principles and deeds 
of the order are spread: Eighth, “The 
hKefcrmer Mercantile and Industrial Asso- 
clation” constitutes this department.

Taylor, the present head of the order, 
September, 1899.

Pre-byterian Church To Worship 
in New Quarters. 


This afternoon at 3:30 o’clock the con- 
gregation of the North Avenue Presby- 
terian church will worship for the first 
time in the handsome new church edifice 
on the corner of North avenue and Peach- 
tree street, and the public are cordially 
invited to attend the opening services. 

Though the building is incomplete it is 
far enough advanced to admit of services 
being held in the basement. Heretofore 
services have been held in Merritts Ave- 


nue church and between the congregations 


of the two churches the warmest affec- 
tion exists and on both sides there exists 
no littl regret that the congregations 
will now worship separately. 

Pamphlets have been prepared by the 
building committee of the North Avenue 
Presbyterian church, in which the fol- 
lowing statement is set forth: 

Our hearts are full of love and gratitude, 
as glancing over the past twenty-four 
months, we see how the Heavenly Father 
has blessed us as a church and individu- 
ally and as a people. 

Our church, as an organization, has 
been in existence about two years. We 
purchased a lot and paid for it $18,000. We 
had left ovef/from the contributions then 
made and from a few contributions sub- 
sequently made, the sum of $1,000. 

With the completion of the church, the 
building will have cost $24,000. We bor- 
rowed $15,000 by a mortgage upon the 
property. The notes which this mortgage 
secure will fall due yearly for five years. 

Subscriptions already made by members 
of our congregation, payable during the 
next five years, practically provide for 
the payment of this indebtedness of $15,000 

The money we have had with which to 
pay for the church was only $16,000. We 
will need to raise $8,000 more, with which 
to complete the payment for the church. 

Provision has already been made for fur- 
nishing the prayer meeting and Sunday 
school] room of the church, This has been 
done through the work of the young Ia- 
dies’ committee, through the ladies’ or- 
ganization and with a few special contri- 
butiona made for the purpose. 

Five thousand dollars, together with the 
money which the ladies have raised, 
would enable us to furnish the upstairs 


and to plate an elegant organ in the 


main church room. So that the situation 
is this: 

lf we ~aise $8.000 we can go into the 
basement with the church practically 


out of debt, our subscriptions made to 


pay the $15,000 loan belng considered the 
equivalent of that Imdebtedness. If we 
raise $12,500 we can go into the church 


practically out of debt, and also have the 


upstairs room completely furnished, in- 
cluding a fine organ. 
We have dealt with round figures in 


the above statement, as we believed they 
would be more satisfactory to those whom 
we are addressing. A detailed statement 
will be presented to 4he congregation on 


the completion of the church. 
The money paid for the lot and the sub- 
scriptions to the $15,000 loan, represents 


already contributions of $2,540 each from 
several members of the congregation, and 
amounts from others in proportion to 
what they felt able to contribute; all of 
the older members of the congregation 
having contributed both to the purchase of 
the lot and to the fund with which the 


mortgage loan is to be paid. 


We ask that you give of your means as 
God has blessed you; as He sacrificed all 
let each of us show our 


for our good, 
eppreciation by giving of our substance, 
even to the point of a real sacrifice. 


We hope and believe the $12,300 can be 
raised. With it we will move into our 
church completed and furnished. Yours

With the unanimous trforsement of the 
temperance committer the 
bill introduced Friday morning tn the 
house was taken up vesterday and read 
the aecond time. Hen. Seaborn Wright, 
author of the bill and chairman of the 
committec, proposes to push his measure 
forward with all the speed possible tn 
order that the senate may have time to 
consider it this session in case the action 
of the house proves favorable. On Mon- 
day the member from Floyd will move to 
have the anti-barroom bill set as a spe- 
cial order for one day near the close of 
this week or the first of next. The gen- 
eral appropriation bill has been made the 
special continuing onder for Wednesday 
morning, and from that time until every 
provision of the measure has been pass- 
ed upon. The house will not be disposed, 
ic is believed, to sidetrack the appropria- 
tion bill in order to consider any meas- 
ure, and under such circumstances it will 
hardly be probable for the Wright prohi- 
bition bill to come up before next week. 

The session of the house yesterday was 
conducted with less than a quorum of 
members in their seats and nothing but 
local bills were placed on their passage. 

Morris Makes Statement. 

Representative Morris, of Cobb, the 
speaker pro tem., presided in the place of 
Speaker Little, who was absent, Yielding 
the gavel to Representative Handwick,. 
of Washington, Speaker Pro Tem, Mor- 
ris took his seat and rose to a question 
of personal privilege. He wished, he 
stated, to hold the attention of the house 
but a moment in order that he might re- 
ply to an attack made upon him by The 
Journal of Labor as a result of his vote 
on the child labor bill. The article to 
‘which the speaker pro tem. referred 
charged duplicity on his part, in that he 
had promised Representative Kilburn to 
vote for the child labor bill, and instead 
had voted against it. 

“Tt have not,” said the speaker pro tem. 
*the honor of the acquaintance of the édlis- 
tinguished gontleman who signed the arti- 
Cle. My first inclinations were not to no- 
tice or give the matter any attention, but 
since it has had some. notoriety through 
the columns of the evening pape's and it 
0 grossly misrepresents the real facis, l 
desire to say that when I entered the race 
for speaker pro tem, of the house the 
latter part of July, 1 wrote to the differ- 
ent nominees of the democratic party for 
the house asking their support. Mr. 
Houston, of Fulton, replied, saying that 
he would support “Mr, Mitchell; Mr. 
O'Connell, of Richmond, never replica. 
On Beptember 4th I received a letter from 
Mr. Kilburn, of Bibb, saying a mutual 
friend had spoken to him in my behalf, 
and he would support me. I now have 
the letter in my possess'@n. The night 
before the election I met him for the 
first time in the lobby of the Kimball 
house. He told me in person that he 
would support me, as he had promised to 
do 80, but he also said that a number of 
tthe labor leaders were trying to get 
him to withdraw lis support from me 
and give it to Mr. Mitchell for the rea- 
gon that I opposed the child labor bill 
and the bureau of labor bill at the last 
session of the house and Mr. Mitchell sup- 
ported them.

Jar. After we had gone over the ~mat- 
ter and after he had told me he would 
gupport me regardless of my position, I 
told him I would vote with him on the 
child labor bill. Mr. Kilburn stated to 
me this morning that I had -his permis- 
sion to state that we made no trade what- 
ever for him to fupport me, or for me to 
support the child labor bill or any other 
labor measure.

While former presidents have kept per- 
sonal diaries and scrapbooks, President 
McKinley is the only chief executive on 
record who has systematically maintain- 
ed a record of meritorious suggestions 
which come to him from various sources. 
It is the duty of one of the clerks at the 
executive mansion to keep the president's 
book of suggestions up to date, and only 
such entries are made as meet the ap- 
proval of the president after he has con- 
ferred with Private Secretary Cortelyou 
on the subject 

In the course of a year a president re- 
ceives thousunds upon thousands of sug- 
gestions as to how the ship of state 
should be steered. If an attempt was 
made to keep a record of all the proposi- 
tions which, both orally and in writing, 
are presented at the white house, the 
volume would probably run a close sec- 
ond to the widely circulated, but general- 
ly unread publication, The Congressional 
Record. But early in the present admig- 
4stration President McKiniey was im- 
pressed with the value of various sug- 
kKestions and ddeas calculated to be of 
benefit to the public service that came to 
him through unofficial channels. He ac- 
cording!|y caused one of his clerks to take 
charge of the book of suggestions. 


In the preparation of his annual mes- 
Saxe to congress and other tmportant 
State pupers the president does not al- 
ways confine himself to the recommenda- 
tions or suggestions from the members 
of his cabinet or his party associates. 
President McKinley is a close student of 
public sen@ment and his official acts are 
frequently influenced by what he con- 
Ceives to be in accord ‘with popular senti- 
ment, rather than on the lines of strict 
partisan demands. When he éncounters 
a new idea or suggestion which appeals 
to him:strongly he sometimes invites the 
person -who originated the new line of 
thought to call at the white house for a 
Personal interview or submit in writing 
his views on the subject under considera- 
tion. In framing the message which is to 
be laid before congress next week the 
President sought the advice of a number 
of private citizens who are in no way 
identified with the public service, but 
who are recognized authorities on cer- 
tain branches of commercial, legal ad 
financial life. Some of the ideas contain- 
ed in the message were derived from in- 
formation which originated from a over- 
sonal call or a communication ‘noted in 
the suggestion book. 


Washington is making an attempt to 
imitate New York and other great cities 
in supporting some handsomely furnished 
and well equipped restaurants and cafes.

Other states have their archives, Here is a 
coliection miade by our industrious state libra- 
rian ‘(also a member of the Joseph Habersham) 
which is a part of the monument he has built 
for himseff. Archives are defined as histor- 
ical or public documenta, preserved as matters 
of record. Annals are yearly records, chroni- 
cles follow the order of time. Both necessar- 
ily lack emphasis selection and perspective. 
History selects and on the ground of 
interest and importance. Archives are public 
records which may annals, chronicies or 
deeds of property, or historical papers. 
Preparation of this collection iss Harvey 
and those who represent her are happy to 
state that every source of information has 
been exhausted, and by this alone the D. A. R. 
hope to prove that they are worthy of some- 
thing better than mere tea giving. 

As to the colonial period, investigation has 
not lagged. Many rare bits have been found 
here and there, and now adorn the collection 
of the Joseph Habersham. Little by little this 
work must be done; here and there and yonder. 
Last June it was my privilege to be in Lon- 
don. It was my fourth visit to thia metropolia, 
not only of the world but certainly of letters. 
Here 1 met some old frienda and some new, 
among the literatl, some with whom I had 
long corresponded, and othera of whom I had 
only heard. Here it is you see the wonderful 
doomsday book, containing all original grants 
and every subsequent transfer of every acre 
of British soil; the state paper office with its 
rare collections; Bomerset house with ite willa;

It is @ turtunate thing fur us that our 
consul general has risen to the demands 
of his position, He has proved himself one 
of the ablest of the men who are here 
fepresenting foreign nations, and he has 
kept the United States at the front. Five 
yeara ago he waa comparatively unknown 
except in the northwest. Today he ta an 
international character, The great powera 
of KMurope sounded hin ability and his 
Praises are sounded in half the newapa- 
pera of the United Staten, You have read 
of him, and know that hid name is Joha 
Geodnow; that he comes from Minneap- 
Was appointed by MeKinley at 
the fret of hia term, You may have heard 
that he Ie forty-two vears of age, and that 
he Was a business man, with a political 
bent, before he entered the consula res. 
Vice, These ar matters of record, but 
they give vou little idea of the man. You 
have to live with John Goodnow to know 
him. Just before the war I took a ten 
days’ trip with him through the canals, 
a couple of hundred miles back of Shang- 
hai in a house’ boat, and I can tell you 
he wears. Let me make his pen picture. 

John Goodnow is a combination of a 
diplomat, a business man and a political 
Striker. Hle wou... not be out of place as 
minister to Pckin, he would fit well into 
any crowd of New York bankers and 
brokers, and he can. hold his own among 
the politicians of a national convention. 
Fie is a blend, about six feet tall, rather 
Sender, but wiry and full of grit. 

WASHINGTON VS, McKINLEY.

an incident occurred which showed that 
he honors William McKinley more. There 
was at the time an old engtaving of 
Washington hanging near the desk over 
the mantel In the consul general's of- 
fice. Goodnow brought with him a fine 
steel engraving of McKinley, and when 
he moved in he shoved Washington to the 
back wall of the room and put McKinley 
in his place, This caused a great outcry 
among the American reatdents, They said 
the act was sacrilegious and called upon 
the new consul general to remonstrate, 
Mr. Goodnow Hatened patiently, and when 
they concluded by asking him to pull 
down William and reinstate George he re- 
plied: 

“L prefer William McKinley to have the 
place of honor in this consulate, He is 


as able as any prealdent we have had, | 


and | owe to him my presence here. As 
to George Washington, I am_ glad 
have his face still looking down from my 
walla, 
a secondary one, but, gentlemen, this isa 
live consulate. President McKinley ts 
very much alive, and if 1 remember cor- 
rectly, President Washington has been 
dead some years.”’ 

PRESIDENT McKINLEY'S ADVICE AS 

TO MISSIONS. 

Much of Consul General Goodnow's bus- 
inesas is with the missionaries. The United 
States does more mission work in China 
than any other nation, and Shanghalt:is 
the center of the American movement, 


Goodnow is a friend of the missionaries, 


and he pushes their interests, He recent- 
ly got a big block of land for one of the 
atationa from the Chinese officials, and he 
has done much to encourage the mission- 
ary hospitals, which he thinks are accom- 
plishing great) good, When he leaves 
Bhanghal he often placea the Rev, Dr, 
John HR. Hykea, the head of the Amert- 
can Bible Boclety, In charge of the con. 
nulate, and he makea it his bualnaaa to 
witeh the intereata of Amertean missions 
as Well ans American trade, 

Hie action In this reapect wae probably 
atimulated by a remark Which President 
McKinley made when Goodnow visited 
him at the white hottae just before he 
left for China, As the president bade 
him goodby, he shook his hand and sald: 

“Now, John, there is one thing T want 
vou to especially remember. This ts that 
you are going out to China as the repre- 
sentative of the American people, not 
siinply as the representative of American 
trade. IT want vou to push our trade in- 


| terests In every possible way, but I want 


you also to Keep your eye on the missions 
nnd do what you can for them, for, re- 
member, that for every man who is in- 
terested to the extent of a dollar in trade 
there are a thousand who are dropping 
their nickels into the missionary plate.”’

I am going to kill myself 
right here!” 
"What!" gaid the conaul geaggral. “! 
don’t think you mein it! I do think 
you would be so impulite as to kill your 
self here and spoil my new carpet.” 
Thig made the woman more angry than 
ever; but her anger was turned from he? 
husband to the consul general. The cur- 
rent of her maind was changed by the re- 
mark, and Goodnow rsaoon got her to tel! 
him her troubles. He perauided her to 
rive up all idea of suicide and go back to 
her husband as though nothing had hap- 
pened, She did so, and a few days later 
Geodnow saw the two walking along the 
Ehanghal bund erm in arm, cootng and 
chortiing like turtle doves in the spring. 
OUR AMERICAN JAIL IN SHANGHAI. 
One of the queer features of the ‘consu- 
late ja the jall. This is necessary, for the 
consul general has to punish the crimi- 
nals of his own nationality. The jail is 


fed by the consul general at a cost of 80 
cents each per day. The fact that they 
always come out fat is an evidence that 
the allowance is plenty, and the consul 
general's cook, I suppose, makes a profit 
off the feeding. 

One of the curlous characters in the 
jail at present is a murderer. He is a 
very decent fellow, who killed a Chinese 
half in self-defense, but in such a way 
that he was sentenced to imprisonment 
for Hfe. 1 think Consul General Goodnow 
imposed the sentence, The man is very 
kindly treated. He apenda much of hia 
time in the (consul generul'a office, some 
in taking atrolle# about Shanghai and an- 
other part in hia cell, where he goea to 
sleep. He ia really a bright fellow, and 
he fa glad tO do auch work aa he can. 
Firat | thought that if T were he I 
would run away, but upon second reflec. 
tion coneluded that IT would be surely 
arrested if IT aalled to any other port 
upon telegraphic notice from here, and 
that if J took my chances among the 
Chinese I ahould be elther§ killed or 
atarved, ' 

OUR MINISTER TO PEKIN. 

One of the most influential ef all the 
diplomats here is our minister to Pekin 
The important part which America holds 
in the settlement of the war gives Major 
Conger to a certain extent the balance 
of power in the negotiations. He Is, if 
anything, too diplomatic and too Httle 
aggressive, but this may be caused by the 
orders from the state department which 
are holding back both the diplomats and 
the army from doing things which they 
naturally would do. The Americans so 
far are the only soldiers who have not 
looted Pekin. The Russians have looted 
front the start, and when disappointed 
in finding little in a house they have 
killed the inmates without mercy. The 
Russian minister doves not attempt to 
restrain them. He merely weeps and 
wrings his hands and says he can do 
nothing. It is the same with the French, 
whose soldiers have killed coolies, women, 
children and old men without mercy. 
The Japanese captured 2,000,000 taels, or 
about $1,500,000, in the board of public 
works when they came in, and a little 
later on the French, Russians and Jap- 
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tempting to prevent it. The English troope 
were at first forbidden to loot, but after 
two days the British officers began & sys- 
tematic collection of all kinds of treasures 
and brought them to the British lega- 
tion. They sent out Hindoo Sikhs with 
pack trains and brought silks, furs, jew- 
els and silver into the legation, and sold 
them there at auction. The proceeds are 
to be divided up among the British sol- 
diers. 

Minister Conger and the. American offi- 
cere have succeeded in holding back our 
trcops much to the letter's disgust. One 
day the Americans found within their 
lires 800,000 tacls, about $42,000. The 
French immediately deciar:d that tho line 
was wrongly drawn and drew thcir guns 
on the Amertrans. An investigation ws 
made and the Americans gave in and the 
French got the money. In the same way 
our soldiers allowed the Russians to take 
the imperial palac> from them after they 
had done the fighting and lost eight men 
ir taking It. The Ruasians also tock the 
empress's summer palace, the raliway ang 
arsenal at Tien Tain and other strategic 
points alone the river. It is ‘a quescion 
whether in these casce forbearance has 
not ceased to be a virtue, Lut at any rate 
Minister Conger probably carried out the 
orders of hia superiors. 

The position of our minister in the peace 
negotiutions ia a trying one. The Chi- 
‘nese, the Rurelans anJj the British all 
aeem to be playing the part of the monkey 
in attempting to use the American out 
to pull the chestnuts out of the fire for 
their respective countries, nd vigilance, 
beckbone and diplomacy are requifed in 
watching that they do not. Major Conger 
has had cxperieace as ¢ Ciplomat as min- 
inter to Brasil, where he succecded weil, 
ard also during the present administra- 
ticn at Pekin. He has been popular witl? 
the Chinese, as well as with the Ame? 
ices, and espestally the missionaries. 
AN AFFECTING STORY FROM IOWA. 

There are altogether not including the 
soldiers something like 2,80 Americans in 
China, and of these 1,70 are missionaries. 
Many of them are of sterling ability and 
werth, and they have, I believe, been do- 
ing much good. They have colonies at all 
the ports and stations at many places in 
the interlor, Minister Conger visits them 
and alia them. I have been told that ne 
in a Unitarian, but hia ideas as te mis 
sions are atrong enough to ploase the 
roet cast fron Puritan, He makes a good 
missionary apeech, interaperalng hia ree 
marka with anecdotes and personal ex- 
perlencea, One of the latter which he re- 
cently told is affecting ae showing the 
heart-felt Interest that saome of our chil- 
dten have in the Chinese. “When I left 
Bragzii,'' sald the American minister, ‘to 
ccme to China, I passed through my old 
town of Desa Moines, and while there the 
good people gave me a reception. I shook 
hands with them and was bidden ‘God 
epeed’ on my way to China. There wero 
nieny children in the crowd that came to 
sny goodby, end among them a sweet lit- 
tle cirl whove earnestness I shall never 
forget. As she shook my hand she sald: 

‘***Major Conger, I d> hope when you 
go to China scu will take Jesus with you 
to the poor heathens,’ | 

“Ah! my little girl,”’ said I, “I don’t 
need to do that. Jesus is already there! 
He is there in the books your Sunday 
school has sent. He is there in that no- 
ble army of men and women martyrs, 
the Christian missionaries, who have gone 
out into that benighted land that the 
poor Chinese may Lave the light of our 
Saviors love.’ This story had a great 
effect. The skeleton of it is probably 
true, but as I heand it I wondered wheth- 
er Major Conger bad not padded the 
bones with a little oratorical flesh and 
blood, for you will agree it was a rather 
long speech for a statesman to utter to a 
little girl in the intervals of handshaking 
and baby kissing. 
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Consul General Goodnow in His Office in Shanghai.

The ree 
eult wos that President Harrison tetained 
Colonel Denby, on account of his undoubt- 
ed excellence, as long as he camld with- 
sland the protests of the politiclans, and 
then sent in the name of Blair, of New 
Hampshire, to succeed him. The news 
of Blair's nomination reached Pekin, and 
it is said that with it came a speech 
which Biair Fad made against the Chi- 
nese in the United Siates senate. This 
speech, according to report, Colonel Den- 
by took with him and called upon Li 
Hung Chang. He presented to Li the 
fact that he knew Denby, but that he did 
not know Blair, and Blair was undoubted- 
ly unfriendly to the Chinese. The result 
was that the tsun li yamen intimated to 
our :tate department that Blair would be 
persona non grata, and Denby remained.

BOME OF OUR CONBULS. 


We have an excellent corps of consuls 
in China. Fowler is doing good work 
at Cheefoo in keeping the government 
posted on what the Germans are doing 
and Anson Buriingame has a most im- 
portant position at Amoy since the Phil- 
ippines have come into our possession. It 
is from his province that most of the 
Chinese of the Philippines come, and we 
have now about 100,000 celestials there 
who aré more or less interested inAmoy. 
Many of them are rich merchants who 
have trade connections with their home 
city, and this brgngs an enormous busi- 
ness to the consulate. It has put Amoy 
above any other consulate in China, ex- 
cept Shanghal, showing a considerable 
surplus of fees above all expenses.

Mately extending it to the Pacific ocean. 
The white czar permitted him to survey 
the route of the mythical Amur Rallroad 
Company, but he' did not allow him to 
bulld it. Today the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road is practically completed along the 
route surveyed by Collins, and Russia 
owns a road of enormous satrategic im- 
portance—so much so, that she controls 
the far east, even though Germany and 
Great Britain may form paper combina* 
tions in opposition. 

When the first surveys were made the 
estimated cost of the road was $200,000,000, 
but owing to the numerous unforeseen. 
obstacles, the final ex; enditures will bring 
the total to twice that sum. 

ROUTE OF THE GREAT RAILROAD. 

As regards the engineering difficulties 
only those who have traveled through Si- 
beria can realize all that confronted the 
builders of the road. In order to facill- 
tate construction, the road was divided 
Into seven sections:

SIBERIA A COUNTRY | 
FERTILITY. gel inppeesaad 

Contrary to general belief, the road 
does not pass tnrough a sterile, barren 
country. Siberia, except in the far 
north, is immensely fertile. For hundreds 
of miles along the road stretches prai- 
rie land covered with grass which often 
reaches a height of six feet. Millions of 
cattle graze there. A little further north 
are beechwood forests, whose richness is 
incalculable, Villages and towns are 
springing up everywhere with a rapidity 
of growth that is truly American. The 
paternalism of thé Russian government is 
reaponsible for this, for it has determined 
to turn the waste lands of Siberia into the 
granary of the world. Every train car- 
ries hundreds of settlers, every male 
among them supplied with deeds to a 
tract of land, free transportation and 
enough seed té sow the greater part of 
the as yet unborn farm. 

The Trahs-Siberian railroad will bring 
these products of Siberia and the Amur 
region to the more westerly markets, as 
well as bring the more westerly human 
beings to the regions where they are most 
n 


Leaving aside the commergeial aspect of 
the road, it will also serve te preserve the

HINDKANCES OF THE WORK OF

And when 
she played no such pranks, she reared 
enormous mountains, of fiinty granite, 
through whicn tunneling was impossible 
and over which the road had to be con- 
structed at great additional cost.

casionally itinerant musicians happened 
along to amuse the workers and the 
dwellers in that vicinage. 

In order to maintain a sufficiently high 
degree of efficiency, sectional stations 
have been established every verst, or two- 
thirds of an English mile. The station 
consists of a one-story house, made of 
wood, containing two rooms and kitchen. 
Between the two rooms and set into the 
wall is a tijed oven, which serves as 
heater for both apartments. Here lives 
the guard and his family.
